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The Stamps of Kelantan 


Kelantan, the scene of fierce fight- 
ing in the north of the Malay Penin- 
sula, is one of the four States ceded 
to Great Britain by Siam under the 
Treaty of Bangkok on July 15th, 1909. 
It lies on the east coast next to the 
Thai border, and the capital, Kota 
Baru, with its important aerodrome is 
reported to be in Japanese hands. 

At the time of the transfer two 
post offices were in operation, one at 
Kota Baru and the other at Batu 
Mengkebang, _ where, presumably, 
Siamese stamps had been in use (as 
in the adjoining state of Kedah). 
These were replaced by contemporary 
stamps of the Straits Settlements 
pending provision of a distinctive se- 
ries; the rate for letter postage within 
Malaya being reduced from 9c. to 3c. 
per ounce as from August Ist, 1909. 

Communication between Tumpat, 
the port of Kota Baru and Kuala Le- 
bir (60 miles inland), was maintained 
by government launches on the Kelan- 
tan River, and in this connection a 
special postmark was employed in- 
scribed: “KELANTAN RIVER 
BOAT” and is worth watching for on 
both Straits and Kelantan stamps. 

Stamps of special design and char- 
acter were eventually introduced in 
January 1911 and comprised twelve 
denominations ranging from 1 cent to 
$25, surface printed by De La Rue & 
Co. in London in a design represent- 
ing the Arms of the Rajah with Ma- 
lay inscription “Post dan Hasil,” i.e. 
“Postage and Revenue,” at the sides. 
All stamps were produced in post of- 
fice sheets of 120 (two panes of 60) 
upon Multiple Crown C. A. water- 
marked paper, denominations from 30 
cents upwards being “chalk-surfaced.” 

A small supply of the 4 cents value 
was printed on thicker paper than the 
rest and the 30 cents comes in two 
distinct shades.

The possibility of confusion between 
the 1 cent and $1 stamps under arti- 
ficial light, due to the similarity of 
colour, led in June 1915 to ‘the value 
tablets being altered from emerald to 
brown, 

About this time the Kelantan gov- 
ernment made a practice of selling 
high-value stamps that had been re- 
moved from telegraph forms, and 
since no distinctive cancellation was 
provided for telegraphic purposes, 
such specimens were indistinguishable 
from those postally employed. This 
acounts for the considerable numbers 
of used $1 stamps that came onto the 
market some years ago. These, how- 
ever, have long since been absorbed, 
and it is understood that the practice 
no longer obtains. 

Mr. Harte-Lovelase, who spent some 
years in Malaya, describes a danger- 
ous “fake” of the $5 stamp produced 
by substituting the value tablets upon 
copies of the $1. This he brought to 
the notice of the British adviser to 
the Kelantan government and was of- 
ficially thanked for his services. 

Early in 1921 the 1c., 4c., and 10c. 
denominations appeared for the first 
time with the new Script C.A. water- 
mark, being followed in due course by 
the other values up to and including 
$1 (January 1924). The colour of the 
1 cent duty was changed from green 
to black (circa January 1923), and 
that of the 3 cents to brown early in 
1927. 

Meanwhile two additional values 
had been included in the series, viz. 2 
cents brown and 6 cents claret. In 
their original colours they enjoyed a 
short life, giving place to the 2c 
green in June 1926 and 6c. scarlet 
about April 1925.

The solitary $1 stamp bearing the 
likeness of H.H. the Sultan Sir Ismail, 
K.C.M.G., presents an _ interesting 
philatelic problem. As originally is- 
sued at the end of 1925 it was per- 
forated 12: a gauge usually associated 
with the Bradbury Wilkinson atelier. 
A second supply, sent out in 1933, 
however, was perforated 14 (definitely 
De La Rue); but the absence of mar- 
ginal inscriptions makes it difficult to 
assign the stamps positively to either 
one of these well-known establish- 
ments. 

The current stamps, dating from 
July 1937, bear a reduced replica of 
the Sultan’s head design and are the 
work of Bradbury, Wilkinson & Co., of 
New Malden, Surrey. 

Today there are six post offices in 
Kelantan handling on an average 
800,000 letters and postcards and 11,- 
000 parcels annually.
